Versailles-the  chateau  and  gardens-was  developed  by  Louis  XIV  during  the  1660s  as  a pleasure  dome  for  the  >1 

Court,  but  gradually  assumed  monumental  proportions  as  capital  residence.  Tours  of  the  gardens  for  important  i 

visitors  began  in  1669,  becoming  increasingly  important  as  a part  of  political  stagecraft.  When  tours  were  not  < 

being  conducted,  the  gardens  were  freely  accessible  to  the  general  public  (lower  classes  excluded).  It  was  a con- 
scious aim  of  the  Crown  to  impress  the  public  with  the  wealth,  magnificence,  and  taste  of  the  French  monarch.

Queens  of  France  were  not  rulers  of  France.  To  be  queen  was  rather,  to  be  the 
wife  of  the  king — thanks  to  Salic  Law  which  dictated  that  only  males 
descended  from  the  male  line  could  succeed  to  the  throne.  Nevertheless, 
women  figured  prominently  in  the  power-brokering  and  politicking  that  went 
on  at  Versailles.  MELISSA  HYDE  (Assistant  Professor  of  Art  History,  Univer- 
sity of  Florida)  will  offer  a look  at  the  role  and  status  of  prominent  women  at 
court  under  Louis  XIV,  XV  and  XVI,  with  a particular  emphasis  on  how  they 
used  the  visual  arts  as  a means  of  fashioning  a public  persona,  acquiring 
social  prestige,  projecting  an  ideology  or  consolidating  power.

ABOUT  OUR  PRESENTERS 


ROBERT  w.  BERGER  received  his  Ph.D.  in  art  history 
from  Harvard  University.  He  has  taught  at  Brandeis 
University  and  as  a visiting  professor  at  Brown,  Penn 
State,  and  the  University  of  Virginia.  Dr.  Berger  has  pub- 
lished widely  on  the  court  of  Louis  XIV,  including  books 
on  Versailles,  the  Louvre,  and  the  architectural  patron- 
age of  the  Sun  King.  His  most  recent  work  is  on  the  his- 
tory of  Paris:  Public  kccess  to  Art  in  Paris:  A Documentary 
History  from  the  Middle  Ages  to  1800  and  1m  Old  Paris:  An 
Anthology  of  Source  Descriptions,  1 323-1790,  which  he  edited 
and  translated.  He  is  also  the  author  of  1m  the  Garden  of  the 
Sun  King:  Studies  on  the  Park  of  Versailles  Under  Louis  XIV. 

ROGER  HAHN  is  Professor  of  History  at  the  University  of 
California,  Berkeley.  He  has  been  teaching  and  writing 
about  history  for  41  years.  His  career  has  been  devoted 
to  explaining  the  flowering  of  French  culture  from  the 
days  of  the  Sun  King  through  the  French  Revolution, 
with  books  of  the  Paris  Academie  Royale  des  Sciences 
and  on  the  astronomer  and  mathematician  Laplace.  He 
is  a past  President  of  the  American  Society  for 
Eighteenth-century  Studies  and  has  been  decorated  by 
the  French  government  for  his  manifold  francophilic 
initiatives  in  the  Bay  Area. 

MELISSA  HYDE  is  Assistant  Professor  in  the  School  of 
Art  and  Art  History  at  the  University  of  Florida.  She 
earned  her  M.A.  and  Ph.D.  from  the  University  of 
California  at  Berkeley.  Hyde's  field  of  specialization  is 
early  modern  European  art.  Her  work  focuses  on  visual 
culture  in  eighteenth-century  France,  and  has  appeared 
in  Eighteenth-Century  Studies  (Fall,  1996),  and  Art  Bulletin 
(Fall,  2000).  Her  research  has  received  support  from  the 
Getty  Research  Institute  and  the  American  Association 
of  University  Women.  She  is  currently  completing  the 
manuscript  of  her  first  book.  Making  Up  the  Rococo: 
Francois  Boucher  and  the  Age  of  Enlightenment. 

LARRY  NORMAN  holds  the  positions  of  Associate 
Professor,  French:  Master  of  Humanities  Collegiate 
Division;  Associate  Dean  of  the  Division  of  the 
Humanities  and  the  College. 

He  specializes  in  Seventeenth-Century  French  classi- 
cal theater,  theater  history,  and  aesthetics  as  well  as 
Seventeenth-Century  French  literature  and  classical  lit- 
erary theory.  His  publications  include  The  Public  Mirror. 
Moliere  and  the  Social  Commerce  Depiction.  He  has  served  as 
Editor  of:The  Theatrical  Baroque  and  The  Book  in  the 
Age  of  Theater,  as  well  as  the  forthcoming  Du 
Spectateur  au  lecteur:  Imprimer  la  scene  aux  XVlle  et 
XVlle  siecles. 

KATE  VAN  ORDEN  is  Assistant  Professor  of  Music  at  the 
University  of  California,  Berkeley.  She  has  published 
articles  on  the  Renaissance  chanson,  edited  a collec- 
tion of  essays  on  Music  and  the  Cultures  of  Print,  and  has 
just  finished  a book  entitled  Music,  Discipline,  and  Arms  in 
Early  Modern  France  (The  University  of  Chicago  Press, 
forthcoming).  Professor  van  Orden  also  specializes  in 
historical  performance  on  the  bassoon  and  has  per- 
formed and  recorded  with  such  ensembles  as  William 
Christie's  Les  Arts  Florissants,  Philippe  Herreweghe's 
Collegium  Vocale  Ghent,  leanne  Lamons  Tafelmusik, 
and  Sigiswald  Kuijken's  La  Petite  Bande.

OREST  RANUM  is  professor  emeritus  of  history  at  lohns 
Hopkins  University.  He  is  internationally  recognized  as 
an  outstanding  interpreter  of  French  and  European  cul- 
ture and  history.  After  his  education  at  Macalester 
College  and  the  University  of  Minnesota,  Dr.  Ranum 
taught  in  Strasburg,  California,  and  New  York  before 
coming  to  Hopkins  in  1969.  His  Paris  in  the  Age  of 
Absolutism  has  gone  through  many  editions  and  transla- 
tions. His  more  recent  book  is  The  Fronde,  A French 
Revolution.  Dr.  Ranum  has  received  numerous  honors, 
including  Guggenheim,  Institute  for  Advanced  Study, 
and  Wissenschaltskolleg  (Berlin)  fellowships,  and  the 
bronze  medal  of  Tours.  He  was  the  first  American  to  be 
elected  to  the  prestigious  International  Chair  of  the 
College  of  France.

1999,  a fierce  windstorm  blew  across  Europe,  devastating 
the  grounds  of  Versailles.  It  disrupted  the  restoration  in  progress 
begun  after  a previous  storm  in  1990.  Centuries  old  groves  were 
damaged,  ancient  trees  uprooted.  With  some  sign  of  benevo- 
lence, falling  trees  missed  most  of  the  ancient  fountains  and 
statues.  The  silver  lining  of  this  occurrence  was  the  renaissance 
of  views  that  in  effect  were  closer  to  those  that  the  occupants 
of  Versailles  would  have  enjoyed  centuries  ago. 

The  mirrored  halls  and  fountains  of  Versailles  have  reflected 
festive  entertainment  and  historic  dramas  of  all  kinds.  Louis 
Xlll  had  used  the  stone  and  brick  chateau  at  Versailles  as  his 
hunting  lodge.  Louis  XfV,  the  Sun  King,  loved  the  place  and  began 
transforming  the  existing  building  and  grounds  despite  the  required 
necessities  of  draining  the  marsh  and  building  on  uncertain  ground. 
All  that  could  be  overcome  he  asserted.  He  did  not  want  to  undo 
what  his  father  had  built,  so  he  insisted  that  the  original 
chateau  be  incorporated  into  the  expanded  palace.  He  engaged 
Louis  Le  Vau  as  architect  and  Andre  Le  Notre  and  Le  Brun  to 
design  and  shape  the  extensive  grounds.  Louis  hired  them 
away  from  his  Minister  of  Finance,  Nicolas  Fouquet,  who  was 
imprisoned  for  blatant  over-spending  and  embezzlement  very 
shortly  after  lavishly  entertaining  Louis  at  his  chateau,  Vaux- 
le-Vicomte.  That  ch^eau  together  with  its  extravagant  fur- 
nishings was  plundered  by  Louis  to  furnish  and  decorate  his 
own  palace  at  Versailles.

Louis  XIV  devised  a plan  to  keep  the  nobles  under  his  con- 
trol by  literally  keeping  them  in  a gilded  cage — ^X^ersailles.  The 
rigors  of  court  life  brought  to  life  the  word  faux  pas — or  a false 
step — to  be  avoided  at  all  costs  by  the  courtiers  at  Versailles. 
Even  the  gardens  and  the  statuary  chosen  for  the  grounds 
sent  a message  to  courtiers  of  the  king's  absolute  power.  Cyril 
Connolly  describes  life  at  Versailles  thus;  "It  is  as  if  everybody 
of  high  position  were  to  have  to  spend  most  of  the  year  in  chilly 
apartments  in  Windsor  Castle  or  the  White  House,  where  the 
wine  sometimes  froze  on  the  tables,  where  they  were  depen- 
dent entirely  on  one  man's  favor,  and  surrounded  by  envious 
schemers  who  were  ready  to  throw  all  their  weight  into  mak- 
ing any  temporary  fall  from  grace  permanent. . ." 

The  many  ponds  and  fountains  required  an  elaborate  sys- 
tem of  waterworks  with  pumping  stations,  holding  tanks,  reser- 
voirs and  pipes  to  pump  water  from  the  Seine  with  enough  pressure 
to  operate  the  fountains.  The  water  pumping  system  was 
designed  by  chief  engineer  Arnold  de  Ville  and  constructed  by 
Rennequin  Sualem,  another  engineer,  both  from  Liege,  Belgium. 
The  Marly  Machine,  as  it  was  called,  was  remarkable  for  its  time 
and  attracted  as  many  visitors  as  does  the  Eiffel  Tower  today. 
The  machine  in  operation  was  apparently  quite  noisy  and  there 
are  accounts  of  Mme  DuBarry  and  her  guests  in  her  nearby  chateau 
kept  awake  by  the  racket. 

Fourteen  hundred  fountains  needed  to  be  supplied  and 
even  then  their  use  was  rationed.  The  fountains  nearest  the  chateau 
displayed  from  8 in  the  morning  to  8 at  night  daily.  The  Grandes 
Eaux  were  only  in  full  play  for  three  hours  at  a time  during  a 
fete  or  special  occasion.  In  the  early  days  of  Versailles,  foun- 
tain guards  were  ordered  to  whistle  when  Louis  XIV  approached, 
so  that  the  fountains

Dear  Friends  of  Humanities  West: 

1 hope  you  have  had  a pleasant  summer.  We  have  been  working  hard  to  pre- 
pare for  our  nineteenth  season,  which  opens  on  October  1 8 and  1 9 with  'The  Pleasures 
of  Versailles."  Thanks  go  to  Secretary/Treasurer  lanice  Dost  and  to  Roger  Hahn, 
a long-time  supporter  of  Humanities  West  and  Professor  of  History  at  UC 
Berkeley,  for  their  work  in  planning  this  program. 

As  any  visitor  to  Versailles  soon  realizes,  that  magnificent  palace  was  much 
more  than  the  capital  residence  for  King  Louis  XIV,  which  it  became  in  1 682.  On 
Friday  evening,  Orest  Ranum  will  open  the  program  by  explaining  how  the  elab- 
orate court  ceremonies  were  designed  to  complement  and  enforce  a hierarchi- 
cal system  in  which  no  two  persons  enjoyed  equal  rights  and  privileges.  On  Saturday, 
author  Robert  Berger  opens  the  day’s  program  with  a lecture  on  how  Louis  XIV 
quite  deliberately  used  the  magnificent  gardens  of  Versailles  to  impress  foreign 
visitors  and  the  French  public  with  the  wealth  and  taste  of  the  French  monar- 
chy. Other  speakers  will  tells  us  about  the  music,  literature  and  role  of  women 
at  Versailles,  and  these  lectures  will  be  complemented  by  a dance  performance 
and  excerpts  from  Moliere’s  play  Tartuffe. 

Those  of  you  who  have  not  yet  purchased  season  tickets  for  2002-2003  should 
consider  doing  so  soon.  Owing  to  lower-than-expected  ticket  sales  last  year 
brought  about  by  the  events  of  September  1 1 and  the  slow  economy.  Humanities 
West  was  forced  to  draw  its  financial  reserves  down  to  a very  low  level.

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could  be  fully  turned  on.  Remnants  of  an  additional  aqueduct 
between  Bercheres  and  Maintenon  can  still  be  seen  today — it 
was  to  have  brought  water  from  the  river  Eure,  but  it  was  never 
finished. 

Later  in  life,  Louis  XIV  hand  wrote  an  itinerary  for  a walk  through 
the  gardens  of  Versailles  that  he  titled  "The  Way  to  Present  the 
Gardens  of  Versailles".  Here  is  his  "guidebook"; 

1 . Ornamental  Pool. 

2.  Orangery. 

3.  Ballroom  Grove. 

4.  Latona  Basin. 

5.  Bacchus  and  Saturn  Basin.

7.  Apollo  Basin.  Optional:  boat  trip  down  the  Grand  Canal 
to  the  Menagerie  and  Trianon. 

8.  Dome  Grove. 

9.  Enceladus  Basin. 

10.  Flora  and  Ceres  Basins. 

1 1.  Apollo  Grove  and  Baths. 

12.  Dragon  Basin 

13.  Neptune  Basin. 

14.  Children's  Alley  (allee  des  Marmousets)  and  the 
fountain  of  Nymphs’  Basin. 

15.  Pyramid  Fountain. 

Le  Notre's  plan  required  strict  control  over  nature — much 
reflecting  the  Absolute  Monarch’s  ruling  style.  The  Grand  Canal 
would  have  been  jammed  with  "gilt  gondolas,  a bark  reserved 
for  lean-Baptiste  Lully’s  orchestra  and  pint  size  warships. 
Between  1661  and  1668,  the  palace  was  largely  a construction 
site  and  the  gardens  would  have  hosted  plays  by  Moliere, 
music  by  Lully,  and  ballets. 


Louis  XV  was  less  fond  of  Versailles  and  spent  more  time  in 
Paris.  His  taste  is  reflected  in  large  squares  such  as  the  Place 
de  la  Concorde  designed  by  Ange-lacque  Gabriel.  His  architectural 
contribution  to  the  grounds  at  Versailles  was  Le  Petit  Trianon 
that  he  had  built  for  Madame  de  Pompadour  whom  he  had  met 
at  a ball  in  1 745,  where  he  was  disguised  as  a yew  tree  and  she 
as  Diana. 

He  ordered  mechanical  tables  for  the  dining  rooms  in  the  Petit 
Trianon  designed  to  rise,  completely  set  and  served,  from  the 
kitchen  below.  They  were  never  built,  but  the  foundations  for 
the  mechanisms  exist  in  the  cellar.  Madame  du  Barry  used  the 
Petit  Trianon  for  recreation,  and  Marie  Antoinette  enjoyed  it 
as  a retreat  from  the  rigors  of  court  life. 

Louis  XVI  was  said  to  stick  countless  engravings  of  widely 
varying  types  over  the  fine  woodwork  in  his  private  apartment. 
A secret  passage  ran  from  the  queen’s  private  cabinets  to  those 
of  the  king  enabling  Marie-Antoinette  to  escape  revolutionary 
rioters  in  October  1789. 

The  extravagant  lifestyle  symbolized  by  Versailles  eventually 
brought  the  Bourbon  dynasty  to  an  end.  Louis  XVI  and  Marie 
Antoinette  were  imprisoned,  then  executed.  A mob  roamed 
the  halls,  ransacking  the  palace.  And  finally, 

"A  frightful  solitude  then  reigned  at  Versailles.  The  only  noise  which  was 
heard  in  the  Chateau  was  that  of  the  doors,  the  blinds  and  the  window-shut- 
ters which  were  being  closed  for  the  first  time  since  the  reign  of  Louis  XIV." 

— Madame  de  la  Tour  du  Pin,  Recollections,  commenting  on  the  expe- 
rience of  a mob  taking  away  Louis  XVI  and  Marie  Antoinette,  1789.

The  story  of  Ludwig  van  Beethoven  ( 1 770-1827)  is  one  of  personal  triumph  over  tragedy  and 
supreme  musical  achievement.
